Family  Bible  Study 

Avoid  Alcohol  and  Drug  Abuse 

Proverbs  20:1;  23:20-21,  29-33; 
Romans  14:19-21;  Ephesians  5:15

Who  has  problems?  Who  has 
quarrels?  Who  has  anxiety?  Who 
has  poor  health?  Who  has  experi¬ 
enced  hallucinations? 

Often  alcohol  and  drugs  are 
associated  with  laughter,  great 
fun,  and  much  partying.  The 
aforementioned  questions  pre¬ 
sent  a  devastating  picture  that  is 
opposite  to  the  party  scene. 

Marriages  can  be  destroyed, 
homes  can  be  wrecked,  and 
businesses  can  "go  under"  all 
because  of  enslavement  to  the 
use  of  substances  such  as  alco¬ 
hol  and  drugs. 

The  drunkard"  in  Proverbs 
23:33-35  is  described  as  miserable 
in  the  drunken  state  but  yet  he 
cannot  wait  to  wake  up  so  he  can 
have  another  drink. 

Caution  is  given  in  this  pas¬ 
sage  to  even  looking  at  the  wine

since  its  sparkle  and 
smooth  swirl  can  be  an 
invitation  to  partake, 
but  it  is  as  deadly  as  a 
poisonous  snake. 

(Proverbs  23:29-32) 

Wine  mocks  the  one 
drinks  it.  Strong  drink  causes  the 
drinker  to  be  loud,  aggressive, 
and  unable  to  practice  self-con¬ 
trol.  Misery  and  suffering  are 
inherent  for  the  abuser  of  the  sub¬ 
stances.  People  are  lead  astray  as 
they  act  foolish  and  abusive. 
(Proverbs  20:1) 

Two  examples  of  such  behav¬ 
ior  can  be  found  in  Genesis  9:10- 
11  and  Genesis  19:30-36.  The 
first  is  when  Noah  became 
drunk  and  in  turn  naked.  The 
second  reference  describes  the 
drunken  state  of  Lot  when  he 
slept  with  each  of  his  daughters 
and  did  not  even  realize  what 
was  happening. 


Many  individuals 
will  state  that  the  Word 
of  God  does  not  prohibit 
the  use  of  alconol  but 
rather  that  it  was  used 
regularly  at  celebrations 
and  festivals.  The  state'" 
of  intoxication  was 
unacceptable  for  any 
member  of  the  covenant 
community,  though. 
(Proverbs  23:20-21,  29- 
35;  31:4-7)  Given  the  ease 
of  consuming  excessive 
amounts  of  alcohol,  it  is  wise  to 
avoid  it  entirely. 

It  is  so  easy  to  focus  on  alcohol 
abuse  and  determine  that  we, 
you  and  I,  do  not  have  a  problem 
with  it.  We  may  have  chosen  the 
stance  of  total  abstinence  and 
therefore  feel  pretty  good  about 
ourselves.  The  question  is  not 
how  we  feel  about  ourselves 
though  but  rather  Do  we  have 
an  addiction  to  some  substance 
in  our  life?  Substance  abuse  is  no 
longer  limited  to  some  back  room 
in  tne  local  tavern.  It  is  instead  in 
many  homes  and  offices.  It  is  on 
the  sports  field  and  in  the  local 
high  school.  It  is  experienced  by 
some  wives  of  the  prominent, 
children  of  the  abused,  the  most 


popular  in  school,  by  some  of  the 
leaders  in  our  nation,  and  the  list 
continues  to  grow.  Substance 
abuse  knows  no  boundaries.  It 
holds  people  captive  either  by  a 
bottle,  a  pill,  a  needle  or  a  snort 
from  substances  that  are  debili¬ 
tating  and  also  deadly  in  respect 
to  what  they  can  do  and  now 
they  can  affect  one's  life. 

Alcohol  abuse  is  sometimes 
easier  to  identify  than  some  of  the 
other  substances  that  also  hold 
people  hostage.  Abuse  of  any 
drug  whether  it  is  illegal,  over- 
the-counter,  and/or  prescription 
has  a  consistent  detrimental 
impact  on  the  person  using  the 
substance.  In  other  words,  the 
individual  who  is  dependent  on 
the  substance  spends  his  time, 
energy,  money,  and  all  remaining 
resources  on  being  able  to  obtain 
the  substance,  use  the  substance, 
and  hide  the  substance  involved 
in  the  abusive  behavior. 

The  questions  to  each  one  of 
us  should  be:  Am  I  an  abuser  of 
any  substance  whether  the  sub¬ 
stance  is  legally  obtained  or 
illegally  obtained?  Am  I 
dependent  upon  something  I 
consume  internally  into  my 
body?  Am  I  a  captive  to  any 


medication,  food,  or  drink? 
The  questions  could  never  be 
exhaustive  of  every  example  of 
substances  addressed,  but  by 
now  you  are  realizing  the  pic¬ 
ture  that  is  drawn  with  these 
words  in  this  lesson. 

We  as  sons  and  daughters  of 
Christ  who  are  saved  by  grace 
through  faith  are  held  responsi¬ 
ble  for  what  we  do  to  ana  with 
our  bodies.  When  our  focus  is 
not  on  our  Lord  and  Savior 
Jesus  Christ,  then  we  can  not 
glorify  Him  with  our  actions  but 
instead  become  stumbling 
blocks  to  our  neighbor.  We  are 
told  in  Romans  14:21  that  "It  is 
better  to  not  eat  or  drink  wine  or 
to  do  anything  that  will  cause 
our  brother  to  stumble." 

We  are  to  instead  "submit 
our  bodies  as  a  living  sacrifice, 
holy  and  pleasing  to  God" 
(Romans  12:1)  We  are  to  walk 
in  the  way  of  the  wise  and 
make  the  most  of  every  oppor¬ 
tunity.  We  are  to  be  filled  with 
the  Holy  Spirit  (Ephesians  5:15- 
18)  and  it  should  be  evident  in 
every  choice  that  we  make.
